Washington. Aug. 23. — Although 
there is no one in Washington at the 
present 
time 
who is authorized to j 
apeak for Secretary Kno^ upon per­ 
sonal affairs, it is the belief in near J 
administration circles here that a re­ 
port published in New York that he 
may resign his portfolio because of the 
dissatisfaction over tha Payne-Aldrieh 
tariff law, is merely nm outcropping 
of further evidence that the premier 
of the cabinet is not satisfied with his 
job. 
Any feeling which S»*eretary Knox 
may have against the present tariff 
law, It may be stated without fear of 
contradiction, does not arise out of 
any insurgent tendencies or sympathy 
with the political movement against 
the Taft administration 
Secretary Knox is still a Pennsylva­ 
nia Republican protectionist, but it is 
said that he realizes tfiat the Payne 
Aldrich law is not a measure which, in 
Its application, will permit of success­ 
ful trade agreements with other coun­ 
tries. Ever since he entered the cabi­ 
net It has been one of Mr Knox's chief 
ambitions to promote our commercial 
relations with China and the Far Hast 
aud particularly iii Manchuria. 
He has encountered many difficul­ 
ties and discouragements in dealing 
with the eastern question, and not the 
least of these perhaps is the disadvan­ 
tage which our government is placed 
at in making commercial agreement* 
under the existing tariff law'. 
It is 
said that whatever objection to the 
tariff 
law- 
Secretary Knox has 
lies 
along these lines. 
Whether it will he on© of the can 
trlhutory causes which may lead him 
to resign has cabinet position is some­ 
thing which no one but Mr. Knox him­ 
self can answer. 
He was doubtless 
sorely tempted to hand in his resig­ 
nation a few months ago. when by do 
lug so he might have been nominated 
and elected this fall governor of Penn­ 
sylvania
